recent years, few, if any. historical 
studies of music in America reveal 
extension information of the earlier 
experiments of creat workers, All 
composition seems to have begun 
and. to a large extent, ended with 
Pdward MacDowell, who, fortunate- 
ly and unfortunately ranks as the 
genius of pre-eminence. Biographer, 
of course, frequently trace the de- 
velopment of the classic thought fn 
music to J. K. Paine and others of 
an earlier period. But compara- 
tively few have the realm of

1737, which ig titled an “Ode from 
Ossian’'s Poems,” (Schirmer, 1920.) 
It is ecoreq with eccompaniment for 
harpsichord, (or pianoforte.) har- 
monized and edited in the modern 
version by Carl Deis. Needless to 
say harmonization was /fecessary 
because musical education in the 
eighteenth century was of a rudi- 
mentary cast. 

rancis Hopkinson is rated as the 

American poet-composer. Yet 
in many biographical histories hie 
name is scarcely mentioned. He was 
distingueshed as a jurist, statesman, 
orator, peet and inventor, and was 
one of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. Music with him 
was naturally more of a hobby than 
a profession, yet historical facts gu 
to show that he exerted a very sub- 
stantial influence on the develop- 
ment of the art. The only reason 
hia fame has been neglected, 
because the locale of his efforts was 
Philadelphia and not Boston, ai- 
though everything points to the 
supremacy of the Pennsylvania me- 
tropolis in music, during the closing 
years of the eighteenth century. 
Concerts of magnitude were given 
there; one is mentioned where 
thore than 200 singers appeared. 

The set of books on music issueq 
under the title, “The Art of Music, 
ublished by the National Gociety ot 

usic, with Daniel Gregory Mason 
as editor-in-chief, mentions Hopkin- 
son as one of the two firet com- 
posers of American birth, the other 
being James Lyon. The satne work 
eredits him with having composeu 
@ number of songs with harpsichoro 
accompaniment, with un proving 
that instrument by his experiment 
which»became known even in Eu- 
rope, although not in connection 
with his name, and also of con- 
structing a keyboard for Benjamim 
Franklin's musical glasses, and in- 
venting a curious bell instrumen:

Lyon, his contemporary, flourished 
trifle dater than Hopkinson it 
vould appear. He died in 1794, 
ihree years after the other's death. 
Lyon was chiefly a composer of an- 
thems and odes writing one for 
Princeton as early as 1769, that is 
mald to be one of the two earliest 
recorded American 
the other being one of Hopkinson’s 
songs, “My Days Have Been so 
Wondrous Free.” 

The tnterest in Hopkinson must 
necessarily be chiefly historical. Hits 
compositions as a whole have been 
described as excellent in grace, but 
inclined to amateurishness. 
thelesa the “Ode from 
Poems.” whether because 
been modernized, or because it is 
one of the most representative of 
Hopkineon's works, presents all the 
pleasing fragrance of old-fashioned 
melody. There is naive charm to 
the trilla and turns that adorn the 
pages and to easy fluency of aix- 
teenth notes running through the 
accompaniment and carried out 
here and there in the voice part. It 
le a composition that reveals the 
early Wuropean influences, for tt 
must be recalled that the composer 
was striking out hie bath at the same 
time that Haydn and Mozart were | 
similarly engaged in Europe. Mo-j 
sart died the same year as Hopkin- 
eon. 

The fine taste of the man ts shown 
in his selection of an Ossian’ poem 
for musical setting. because that is | 
a rich field that has been explored 
by others.

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HINTS ON THE USE OF

The descri 
The need of a rapid, accurate and inex- 
pensive method of determining the amount 
of butter-fat in milk and other dairy products 
became more and more apparent in this 
country with the progress of the dairy in- 
dustry and especially with the rapid growth 
of the factory system of butter and cheese- 
making during the last few decades. Dur- 
ing years gone by, when the dairy farmer 
made his own butter or cheese, he little 
cared whether the milk was rich or poor in 
butter-fat, but when the creamery or cheese 
came into general use throughout 
the country, a system of equitable and just 
payment for the milk or cream delivered 
became a vital question. : 
The first method which fulfilled all reason- 
able demands and of any practical and reli- 
able milk and cream test was the Babcock 
test. This test was invented by Dr. S. M. 
Babcock of the Wisconsin Agricultural sta- 
tion and a description of the test was given 
to the public in 1890. This test has proven 
very practical and efficient, and owing to 
its simplicity and cheapness in operation 
has been worth many millions of dollars to 
the daffy industry. The test is speedy, ac- 
curate and easily applied under practical 
conditions, and may be considered the best 
milk test available at.the present time. 
The Babcock test is based on the fact 
that strong sulphuric acid will dissolve all 
nonfatty solid constituents of milk and its 
products, such as casein, albumin, milk 
sugar and thus enable the fat to separate 
on standing. To effect a speedy and com- 
plete separation of the fat, the test bottles 
holding the milk and acid are placed in a 
“centrifuge” and whirled at a high rate of 
speed from four to five minutes. Hot water 
is then added to float the liquid fat into the 
duated neck, and after a repeated whirl 
of three. to four minutes, the length of 
the fat column is read off. showing the per-

mark, care being taken that no gas bubbles 
are present in the pipette. The milk is 


cooled at the time of sampling, preferably 
to a temperature of 70 deg. Fahr. Allow 
the measured milk to pass slowly into the 
graduated test bottle and then add 17.5 
centimeters of sulphuric acid. Hold the 
test bottle In am angle position at the time 
of pouring in the acid, so that the acid will 
fow under the milk. Never allowing the 
acid to fall directly into the milk, because 
dark or bafnt butter-fat readings may be 
the result. The milk and the acid in the test 
bottle should be in two distinct layers, with- 
out much of a black band of partially mixed 
liquids between them. 


After adding the acid, the bottles should 
be given a gentle rotary motion. Care 
should be taken not to allow any of the 
liquid to be shaken into the neck of the 
bottle, because a sudden accumulation of 
gas in the test bottle may cause it to break, 
endangering the eyesight of the operator. 
The mixture becomes hot by the action of 
the acid on the water in the milk and turns 
dark colored, owing to the effect of the 
strong sulphuric acid on the nitrogenous 
constituents and the sugar in the mitk. 

The samples are now placed in the cen- 
trifuge and whirled for four or five minutes 
at a speed of 600 to 1200 revolutions per 
minute, according to the diameter of the 
machine. Hot water at a temperature of 
140 to 160 deg. Fahr. is now added to float 
the liquid fat just to the neck of the bottle. 
A second whirling of three minutes is now 
given. More hot water is again added to 
float the fat well up into the graduated neck. 
A third whirling is now given for a minute 
or more, so to make sure that all the fat is 
thoroughly forced into the neek of the bot- 
tle. The samples are now placed in a hot 
water bath and allowed to stand for a few 
minutes, when they are ready to read.

The variations in the tests of milk froth 
single cows from milking to milking or from 
day to day, are greater than many cow own- 
ers suspect. There seems to be no uniform- 
ity in the variation, except that the quality 
of milk usually tmproves with the progress 
of the period of lactation. A variation from 
1 to 2 per cent is often noticeable. 

The quality of the cow's milk is, as a 
rule, decidedly influenced by the following 
conditions: 

(1.) Length of interval between milkings; 
(2.) a sudden or gradual change of the 
quality of feed: (3.) change of milkers; 
(4.) rapidity of milking: (5.) exposure to 
rain or bad weather; (6.) unmtsual excite- 
ment or sickness, and (7.) rough treatment. 
According to Fleischmann, the compost- 
tion of herd milk will vary on single days 
frém the average values for the years ex- 
pressed in pér cent of the latter, as follows: 
The specific gravity (expressed in de- 
grees) may go above or below the yearly 
average by more than 10 per cent. 

The per cent of fat may go above or be- 
low the yearly average by more than 30 
per cent. 

The per cent of total solids may go.above 
or below the yearly average by more than 
14 per cent. 

The per cent of solids (not fat) may so 
above or below the yearly average by more 
than 10 per cent. 

The quality of the milk produced by a 
herd can generally be improved by selec- 
tion and breeding, that is, by disposing of 
the cows giving poor milk, say below 3 per 
cent of fat. and breeding to a pure-bred 
sire of a strain that is known to produce 
/rieh milk. This method may take years to

Young chickens should be fed from three 
to five times daily, depending upon one’s 
experience in feeding. Undoubtedly chick- 
ens can be grown faster by feeding five 
times daily than by feeding three times 
daily, but it should be borne in mind that 
more harm can be done to the young chick- 
ens by overfeeding than by underfeeding, 
and at no time should they be fed more 
than barely enough to satisfy their appetites 
and to keep them exercising, except at the 
evening or last meal, when they should be 
given all they will eat. Great care must be 
exercised not to overfeed young chicks that 
result.
